REMINISCENCES OF A VETERAN WRITER. 

11. I*. Good , veteran Toronto sporting writer, who 
conducts the “’Old Timer’s” column on the spurting 
page of the Montreal Mail, writes iu the following 
interesting vein: 

‘•It seems hard to imagine that I can remember 
the days on the turf of such men iu England as 
Admiral Rous, George Payne. Lord Glasgow, Sir Jo- 
seph Hawley, Lord Palmerston, Count La Grange, 
Lord Derby (the Rupert of Debate*. Lord Hastings 
(the sensational plunger). Richard Ten Broeck, and 
even John Gully, the famous prizefighter, whom 
later on Tom King, the one-time conqueror of Jem 
Mace, tried to imitate, but with indifferent suc- 
< ess. In those times we young men invariably bad 
**u bit on" the great races, the Derby in particular, 
made up of threepenny pieces saved from from 
scanty wages. Such enthusiasts were we that short 
|y l»efore the big Fhisotn event we were wont to buy 
and wear ties of the colors adopted by the owners 
of our favored horses. So little was thought then 
of onr love of sport that if we wanted to see the 
races we luul little difficulty in getting off. Never 
shall I forget the famous Derby of 1867. won by the 
subsequently and now Right Hon, Henry Chaplin 
with Hermit. It has l*een said that the race was 
run in a snowstorm. A little snow did fall before 
the start, but it was very wet and drizzly. Th ; 
event, however, was more remarkable for the con- 
troversy that raged between the partisans of Mr. 
Chaplin and the Marquis of Hastings, tiie latter of 
whom hud run away right at the church doors with 
the former’s intended bride. As a crown to the 
edifice of sensationalism. Hermit burst a blood 
vessel the ‘lay before the vai-e. and receded to 63 
to 1. And I had a sovereign on at those odds wita 
n Yankee, of all people. It is not difficult to guess 
wlittt that win meant to a youth, like Goldsmith’s 
parson, passing rich on forty pounds a year. 

“Betting was much heavier and far more general 
at that period than it is today. With the general 
public, however, the wagering was confined almost 
entirely to the principal races and the transactions 
were not with that latter day creation, the liatid- 
hook man. but with reputable bookmakers, many of 
f whom had offices to which the money was remitt-Hl. 
1 Valentine & Wright was a firm in those days nnicu 
K esteemed aud patronized. Later on. the bookmakiug 
W offices were closed, the operators migrating to the 

■ Netherlands, and thence to Switzerland, from 

whence they have also tieen banished. 

“About all the men whose names have been men 
Honed stories have been told aud the fame remains 
to old timers. Admiral Rous was the sturdiest 
racing official and liest liandicapper of his time. 

What Francis Nelson is to racing in Canada todav 

the celebrated vice admiral was then. To him is 
attributed the saying that ‘AH men are equal, on 
the turf and under the turf.’ George Payne was 
lain* with a silver or rather golden spoon in his 
mouth If ever a mail was. At six years old his in- 
come was $05,000 a year: w*hen be was 15 it w*as 
$85,000 per annum aud be had $1,500,000 iu the

CALGARY ROBERT DAVIES’ BEST WINNER THIS SEASON 



Iu comparison with 1913, the stable of Robert Davies fared poorly in the racing of this year. Then 
ho headed the Canadian owners with stable earnings of $.’13,388, while this year the relatively meager total 
of $10,345 is all that stands to his credit. The veteran and in his day high-class racer, Plate Glass, showed 
plainly that his days of usefulness on the track have passed by failing to win even once, and the filly South- 
ern Maid proved a decided failure, when the promise of her form as a two-year-old is considered. At times 
she showed some of the speed that made her noted in 1913 and more than paid her way, but on the whole 
there was little in her racing suggestive of the splendid filly which ran a close* second to Pennant in the 
Futurity of that year. Calgary's Victory iu the Connaught Cup at Toronto last spring served to make him 
the stable’s chief winner and it was in Hue with its general bad luck that this speedy colt then went 
v/rong and could only be sent to the post in three races. The year’s record of the stable was:

bank: when he came of age it had increased to 
$150,000 ever twelve mouths. The recklessness of 
his betting was phenomenal. Before he attained his 
majority lie lost $165,000 on one St. Leger. Among 
the horses he owned was Musket, son of Toxophilitc 
aud sire in Australia, of Carbine, Imported to Eng- 
land by the Duke of Portland and sire of the Dernv 
winner Spearmint and other good victors. Mr. Payne 
in the last years of Lord Glasgow's life managed 
that eccentric nobleman’s stud, winning many a race 
for him. The final transaction of note made by the 
man whose colors were kuown as the Payne Tartan, 
being black and white squares, was ou Seftou. win 
ner of the Derby in 1878, over which George Payne 
won $100,000. Two months later he breathed bis 
last at the good old age of 74. To him the saying is 
attributed that ‘More people know Tom Fool than 
Tom Fool knows.’ Lord Glasgow was celebrated for 
the matches he made, for never knowing when he 
was beaten, for getting The Morning Post’s racing 
correspondent ‘Pavo’ ruled off Newmarket Heath, 
which means the turf, for making Ids colts and 
fillies earn names before christening them, ami for 
shooting his horses rather than selling or giving 
them away. 

“It is not difficult to recall Sir Joseph Hawley’s 
Derbv rear, that following Hermit’s victory, when 
Blue* Gown won and an irate wife was represented 
in Punch as wanting to know what her husband 
meant by talking in bis sleep about Lady Elizabeth 
(owned bv the Marquis of Hastings) in her Blue 
Gown with Green Sleeves, the latter being another 
Blue Riband candidate owned by Sir Joseph. As 
showing the light value put upon good horses in 
those days it can be mentioned that Teddington, the 
baronet’s first Derby winner, was bought with his 
dam. Miss Twickebam, for $750 and another $750 if 
the colt won the big Epsom raee. Other classic 
winners owned by Sir Joseph were the famous Beads- 
man. by Weatherbit. and Mnsjhl, by Newminster. in 
successive years. In I860 he retired from the turf 
prompted thereto by the fact that his horse Vagi 
bond and jockey Wells were hissed on returning to 
scale because of non-success in the Great Metro- 
politan at Epsom. Fount La Grange, whose Gladia- 
teur. won the triple crown (2.000 guineas. Derby 
and St. Leger* in 18G5. when Fllle de l’Air. bv 
Faugh a Balia cl*, sire of Leamington, imported 
by the late Sir Roderick Cameron, won the 
daks in 1864. experienced the same treatment. It 
was thought that the mare bad been pulled in the 
race for the Two Thousand Guineas, run previously, 
and the mob instead of cheering the French noble- 
man’s success furiously demonstrated. When 
Gladiateur. sou of Monarque. ‘avenged Waterloo’ by 
winning the Derby, there was cheering, but when 
he won the St. Leger a manufacturer of gin claimed 
that lie was another Running Rein, which was dis- 
qualified as a four-year-old in 1844. and had his 
mouth examined. Count La .Grange’s last classic vic- 
tory was in the Sellinger of 1879 with Rayon d’O**. 
a horse that W. L. Scott brought to America and 
that is responsible for many a winner.”

EUROPEAN WAR DEVELOPMENTS. 



Petrograd advices are to the effect that the at- 
tack of the Austro-Germau army in Poland appears 
to have lost its impetus with the exception of lien. 
Mai kensen’a army, which is* uuattc tally reported 
between Dnvicz and Warsaw and only about fifteen 
miles from tbe Polish capital. The telloviig official 
statement was issued from Russian general head- 
quarters: “Isolated attempts on the part of the 

enemy to take the offensive have given rise to en 
gagemeuts in the districts of Ciechauow and 
i’rzasnysz, as well as at Piotrkow and in several 
other districts on our front. The result of the 
engagements was unfavorable to the Germans. 
An official statement issued in Berlin says: “In 

north Poland the German troops are in near eon 
tact with the Russians, who have stopped in u 
strongly fortified position eastward of the Miszga 
river, our columns advancing on the right bank of 
the Vistula took l'rzasnysz by storm. Six hundred 
prisoners and some machine guns were captured 
Around Lowicz the fighting is continuing, and ir

dent Wilson of the United States, whose efforts to 
bring about peace have been unceasing. 

German submarines made an attack at the eastern 
entrance of Admiralty Harbor at Dover, England. 
Thursday morning. Six vessels are laslieved to have 
participated in the attack. One rejiort says that 
one was sunk and others were hit by the tire of 
the British forts and warships. No damage was 
done to the British vessels. The attack was made 
under cover of darkness, and during a heavy rain 
storm. 

A dispatch from Nish. Sei-via, contains additional 
details of the recent overwhelming victory over the 
Austrians by the Servians in Northwest Servia. The 
pursuit of the Austrians is «aid to lie proceeding 
along the whole line. The total prisoners are esti- 
mated at upward of 82,000, and much war material 
was captured, including an entire artillery depot. 

A dispatch to the Loudon Daily Express from the 
Belgo-Dutch frontier says: “There are indications 

that the Germans are preparing to abandon Tliou rout 
and Tliielt. The allies are sweeping ahead between 
the railroads forming two sides of the parallelogram 
between Ypres. Handzaeme, and Ypres and Koulers. 
The movement is of tremendous significance.” 

The German armored cruiser Friederich Karl is 
reported to have been sunk in the Baltic Sea by 
a mine and most of her crew drowned, according to 
an official statement issued at the French Ministry 
of Marine. The Friederich Karl carried 557 officers 
and men. The sinking of the Friederich Karl .is 
said to have occurred late in November. 

The Berlin War Office yesterday reported that the 
Germans have made progress in Flanders, and that 
to the east and west of the Argonne forest the 
enemy’s artillery positions have been attacked witu 
good results. The official report continued: “Two 

French attacks in the forest of 1 Pretre and west 
of Pont a-Mousson were repulsed.” 

The German cruiser Dresden is reported to have 
taken refuge in tile Argentine port of Santa Gnu 
in a badly damaged condition, according to a wire- 
less message received at Montevideo. If this is 
true the Dresden will probably be interned there 
until the end of the war. 

A dispatch from Corouel says that a merchant 
ship which arrived at Concepcion, Chile, reported 
it had intercepted a wireless message stating that 
the German transport Prinz Eitel Friedrich has been 
sunk by a Japanese warship. It is reported she had 
1,500 German marines aboard 

An official statement issued at Constantinople 
says: “Under cover of a man-of-war the Russiaus 
attempted to disembark near Gounieh, south of Bo 
totim. Transcaucasia, in order to outflank our troops. 
They were compelled to retreat with heavy losses.” 
It is officially admitted at Vienna that the Aus- 
trians in Servia are now outnumbered by the Ser- 
vians and have been compelled to retire with the 
object of escaping an attack. 

British troops are reported to have captured the 
town of Staden, fourteen miles north of Ypres. on 
the railroad between Thourout ami Ypres, according 
to a report from Sin is. 

The Turkish government has assured United 
States Ambassador Morgenthau at Constantinople* 
that American missionaries in Syria will be pro 
tected and their work safeguarded. 

From an authoritative source high in the council

The following 
official report was made public in Vienna: “In Poland 
everything was cairn along the entire front. Nignt 
attacks by tin* Russians in the district southwest of 
Novo Kadomsk were repulsed. In west Galicia 
strong forces on both sides were active and we 
have thus far captured 10,090 Russians. The battle 
continues. Our operations in the Carpathians have 
resulted in tin* retaking of considerable parts of 
our own territory.” Fierce hand to hand fighting 
has been in progress in the streets of Lowicz, Po- 
land. for fourteen hours, and the Germans are in 
complete control of the outskirts of this important 
railroad center, says a dispatch from Breslau. 

The official statement given out in Paris says 
that the cnemv was active in the vicinity of Ypres 
Thursday. Three of the attacks were repulsed, but 
one »>f the important French trenches was reached 
bv tin* forces of Emperor William. Nevertheless 
French troops continue to make progress in the 
direction of the enemy’s lines, according to the 
official rejK»rt. Artillery engagements are reported 
in tin* region of Arras and in the Vosges, as well as 
in the vicinity of Varennes and on the heights 
of the Meuse. In the Argonne the French advanced 
several of their trenches. The text of the com- 
munication follows: “The enemy showed a certain 

activity in the region of Ypres. He directed 
several attacks against our lines, three of which 
were repulsed. At one single point on the front 
the Germans succeeded in reaching one of our first 
line trenches. On our side we continued to make 
progress in the direction of the enemy’s lilies. In 
the region of Arras and in tin* vicinity of Juvin 
court there have been artillery engagements. 
In tin* Argonne we have pushed forward several 
of our trenches and driven back two German attacks. 
In tin* region of Varennes we have consolidated our 
gains of the preceding days. The German artillery 
lias been active, but we suffered no losses. A 
similar condition lias existed on the heights of the 
Meuse. In the forest of Lc Pretre our progress 
lias been continued and has developed. To tne 
south of Tbanti we have occupied the railroad sta 
t ion of Aspacli. Along the remainder of the front 
ill the Vosges there have been artillery engage- 
ments.” 

London reports that a supreme effort is beiug 
mad<* by the Austrians ami Germans to relieve th 
b« ‘sieged fortress of Cracow*. S«* important is tlu* 
movement regarded that Archduke Frederick, who 
has been in command of the main Austrian army, 
is said to have yielded the direction of operations 
i<* the German general staff. The fighting to the 
south of Cracow is developing into one of the grout 
battles of the war. The Austro-German forces have 
mad* desperate attempts to break the Russian line 
by massed frontal attacks, pouring men forward 
in seouiinglv unending numbers. The artillery fire 
has been terrific. Every indication is that the 
German artillerv outranges the Russian, but the 
Russians have held their lines by the bravery of the 
Cossacks fighting on foot. 

Lmdon advices say that tin* Swedish foreign 
office has made an inquiry into the laying of mines 
in Swedish waters, which has caused extensive 
damage to tin* shipping of that country. The 
special object of the inquiry is to ascertain by what 
nation tin* mines were lain and what purpose 
prompted its action. The laying of these mines has 
aroused public feeling, and the press continues its 
agitation vigorously. Some of tin* newspapers say 
t lot i tin* mines were laid by Germany and demand 
that an indemnity be paid by that country. 

“Emperor William’s condition is so greatly im 
proved tlrnt In* was permitted t»* confer with t.ie 
imperial ••haiicellor." says a dispatch from Am- 
sterdam. It is said that the kaiser’s fever has dts- 
apnoared and that bronchial catarrh, from which 
be' has been suffering, is no longer causing him 
much discomfort. “Reports that tin* kaiser is suffer 
iug from puetimouia are untrue. ’ concludes the 
dispatch, which says the information it conveys 
conies from official sources in Berlin.

She is lauimi for Bremen, has aboard 
a full cargo of cotton ami flies the American flag 
Tile shippers of the cargo have accepted the sug- 
gestion of the English admiralty and will send the 
vessel through the straits of Dover, inviting full 
inspection of the ship’s papers and cargo. 

The interstate commerce commission, accord in 
to information from an authoritative source, ha 
reached a decision to grant the application of tne 
eastern railroads to increase their freight rati ' 
about 5 per cent. The decision is now' being wnttei 
and probably will be handed down by next Tuesday 
Election returns indicate that national prohibition 
has not bet*n carried in New Zealand.
